More than half the 69,022 men and women dis¬ 
charged from state prisons in a recent year were 
paroled. On this and the following pages, LOOK 
shows you some of the worst results of mishandled 
paroles. A paroled man is one freed before ex¬ 
piration of his original sentence, with the under¬ 
standing that he is to behave and be law abiding.

Raymond J. Caffrey 


Special Agent Raymond J. Caffrey, 
31, was killed in the Kansas City 

Pretty Boy Floyd and Adam Ri- 
chetti, who killed four officers and a 
gangster, Frank Nash, that day, had 
been paroled, as had Nash. 

Caffrey’s widow receives a pension, 
$78.75 a month. 


Special Agent W. Carter Baum, 
29, was killed in 1934 by Baby Face 
Nelson of the Dillinger gang.
